A few hours later, in what 
appeared to be a defiant answer 
from the ETA, a high-tension

The separatist attacks at 
Lemûniz are Jargely responsible 
for the fact that Spain's 
nuclear power programme is 
behind schedule.

Washington 
to expand 
key base in 
Australia

The United Srates base at 
Pine Gap, near Alice Springs in 
ceotrral Australia, will be 
expanded to increase America's 
ability to strike the Soviet 
Union with nuclear missiles. 

The Defence Department 
revealed that Australia had 
agreed to the expansion after 
a requesr from Washington in 
August lasr year. 

Under the agreement, the 
United States will install more 
advanced electronics and com- 
munications equipment and 
inerease the number of Amêri- 
can experts at the base. 

The decision came after 
America changed its nuclear 
strategy to Rive priority to 
attacks on Soviet nuclear mis- 
sile sires in a first strike rather 
than on cities. 

A Defence Department spokes- 
man would provide few details 
of the build-up ar Pine Gap. A 
short statement issued by the 
deparrmenr yesterday referred 
only to “ additional construction 
at Pine Gap". 

The statement said a 73ft hy 
200fr extension would be made 
to one of the buildings at the 
base. The statement said that 
the new construction would noc 
affect rhe function of the base, 
which has never been revealed 
to the Australian public. 

Defence experts say the base 
could play a vital role in pin- 
pointing Soviet targets on land 
and sea. The base also can give 
precise navigational aid and 
orders to nuclear armed Ameri- 
can submarines around the 
world. 

Successive Australian govern- 
ments have acknowledged that 
Pine Gap and another communi. 
cation base ar Exmouth on the 
North West Cape in Western 
Australia would be certain 
nuclear targets in a war. 

In March Mr James Killen, 
the Minister of Defence, told 
Parliament that Australia risked 
attack in a nuclear war whether 
or mot it allowed American 
facilities in the country. 

Under the revised United 
States nuclear policy, initiated 
by President Carter, all Ameri. 
can communications bases will 
be expected ro play a bigger 
role in giving early warning of 
Soviet nuclear attacks and in 
monitoring Soviet milirary 
movements by relaying signals 
from satellites to the Pentagon. 

Pine Gap is one of only two 
ground bases which receive the 
early warning signals. 

When details of the United 
States request to upgrade the 
base were published in August 
last vear Defence. Department 
officials refused to comment, 
saying ît was official policy 
neither to confirm nor deny re- 
ports abour the base.

Dissidents

Peking, Feb. 6—thinese 
Communist Party members 
have received a stern warning 
from a provincial radio station, 
which emphasized that they 
were forbidden to support the 
activities of dissidents.

judgment were quite unfounded, 
The appeal should be dismissed. 
‘LORD JUSTICE TEMPLEMAN 
said that the question raised ot 
the appeal was whether the under 
taking by a [litigant not to use 
his Dpponent’s documents save for 


the ' purposes the action in 
» whicl they e revealed ceased 
to bind the litigant if, aiid as 


soon as ard tt the exterrt ‘that 
the contents ofa“ document tis 
dîsdosed were spoken aloud in 
open court... : 

.It was said that the ا‎ 
ceased to apply to every wol 
which waş spoker aloud in court 
and which consisted of a direct 
quotation from ‘a document dis- 
closed on discovery. Thar sub- 
Tusslon was sought to be fusti- 
fied by three alternative, but 
cumulative reasons, first ori idea- 
listlc groutıds, secondly or cynical 
„grounds, aud thirdly on grounds of 
corrvenrienCcê. ' 1 

The idealistic ground was based 


. on the undoubted principle that it 


was a cardinal rule of the adminis» 
tration of justice tliat trials strould 
be held iı public. Proceedings iu f. 
ûpcr court ensured that justice 
was done and stêr to be dore and 
tiat the public might ponder 
whetker justice had in fact been 
done. Anyone could attend and 
memorize arl take notes. and 
obtain transcripts of proceedings 
if any were avallable. Therefore, 
it was said, a party was freed from 
his undertaking with regard to his 
opponent's documents once they 
had beer quoted iı oper court. It 
was rot suggested that.a Htigant 
was under a duty to’ wiake freely 
available documênts or copies. 

If public interest did not require 
the . parties to' make their docu- 
ments freely avallable, it did not 
require a party to bê freed from 
ah undertaking that he would not 
use his opponent's documents save 
for the purposes of the action. 
The rule that court proceedings 
must be held jn publit should not 
be exploited for purposes which 
had nothing to do’ with 
minîstratlon of jastice. 

The cruical ground was based 

on the fact that the contents of 
any document quated ir court 
might be obtainable by personal 
attendance or by means of a 
transcript. A Jitigaut was given a 
powerful weapon to iavade privacy 
iu the interests of justice. He 
should mot be free to use that 
weapof himself for any other 
purpose. 
„ The ground of corvenflence was 
1imited to journalists and repor- 
ters. It was suggested that that 
in the interests of ensuring that 
accurate information was available 
to enable them to comment a 
litigant should be entitled to dis 
close his owm and his opponents 
documents. Tf permission to use a 
document, as was conceded, had 
to be obtataed, there was no 
reason why it should not be 
required from the party who 
owued the document. The appeal 
should be dismissed. 


„ LORD JUSTICE DUNN, corcur- 
Fring, said that if, after documents 
had been read out in open court, 
the client to whom they had been 
disclosed or his solicitor were 
free to make such use of. them 
as he pleased, the public would 
soon lose corfidence in the ad- 
mimistraton of justice, and thé 
process Of discovery, an essential 
adjunct to civil proceedings in this 
country, would be likely to fall 
into disrepute aod become more 
difficult aud less effective. Parties 
would hare a strong disincentive 
to disclose their own docutients. 

None of tlat affected the right 
of the public, including the 
press, if they were sufficiently 
interested, to take notes of docu- 
megtş read out jn court or to buy 

a transeript. But thie party to 
whom they were oscd and 
his solicitor, in return foc thelr 
right to the osure of 

jé documents in the first place, 
had the corresponding obligation 
not to use them at any time ex- 
cept for the .purposes of tha 
action. 

The appeal was dismissed.

Ces, 6,800 pages were produced, 
The Traasury Solicitor, concerted 
that the «documents should not be 
used for any coHateral or ulterior 
purpose, wrote to Mlss Harman 
that the Hame Office would not 
wish the documents to be used 
for the genreal purposes of the 
NCCL outside her function as 
solicitor for the plaintiff, She 
replled that she was well aware of 
the rule that required thaf docu- 
ments obtained on discovery should 
dot be used for any other purpose 
than the case in hand. 

There was also a small bundle 
of documents in respect of which 
the Home Secretary had given a 
certificate that their production 
would be irijurious to the public 
interest.

No 
doubt until recenly they would 
hare been privileged from produc- 
tinr. The judge had relied on Miss 
Harman's implied undertaking that 
the documents would not be used 
for ary purpose other than the 
case in hand, an urıdertaking of 
whickt she was wall awarc. 

Miss Harman selected 800 pages 
for the trial. She said that ““ all 
material parts nf the documents 
were read out in oper court by 
counsel for the plaintiff ". She 
had not identified those parts. A 
day or two after the bearing Miss 
Harman had allowed Mr David 
Leigh, a Gurrdian reporter to have 
access to all the documents in the 
twn bundles, 

The question was. In what 
capacity Miss Harman had acted 
ia allowing the reporter. to have 
access to the documents. She did 
not say herself, but she certainly 
Jed him to believe that she was 
acting as sallciror for the NCCL. 
Indeed, he had believed that ir 
conducting the action she was act- 
ing as solicitor for the NCCL.

Miss Harman was under a grave 
misapprehension. She treated her- 
self as bringiog thê action for the 
NCCL whereas she was bringing It 
for Michael Williams.

The documents were disclosed to 
her as solicitor for Michael 
Williams uot as solicitor for the 
NCCL. She ought to have confined 
the use of the documents to him 
aud his action and not to have 
handed them over from herself a$ 
his solicitor to herself as solicitor 
far the NCCL. Jt was the very 
thing that the Treasury Solicitor 
had feared. Or the facts Miss 
Harmaı had not confined her use 
of the documents to tise in the 
action.

Why should they Hot be available 
from the documents themselves (xı 
her office ?. The contention Was 
said to be derived ‘from the priuı- 
ciple stated by Lord Halsbary ir 
Seatt u Scott ([1913] AC 417, 440): 
*“ Every court of justice is oper 
to every subject of the King.” S0, 
it was said, every, docoment read 
out aloud in a.court of justice was 
available to every subject of the 
Queen, or if not to everyone, at 
any rate to every reporter Or 
journalist. The document, however 
confidential beforehand, lost all 
confidentlalitr once it was read 
aloud in court. 

His Lordship could mot accede 
to that argument. It was one of 
our fundamental rights that every- 
one had a right to privacy, 
included in which was a right 10 
respect for his confidential docu- 
ments. That could be overridden 
iı the iuterests of justice. It had 
been so overridden in the present 
case when the court ordered the 
Home Office to disclose thousands 
of documents to Michael Willams 
so that justice might be dore in 
the acton he had brought. 

That overriding meant that the 
documents could be read ir open 
court to the judge who had to try 
the case, that those present could 
Iisten, that the reporters could 
take down what was şald and 
could make from thelr motes & 
fair and accurate report of the

Before Lord Denning, Master of 
tie Rolls, Lord Justice Templemat 
amd Lord Justice Dunn 

The implied undertaking glvtcea 
by a person to whom the court 
grants an urder for discovcty of 
documents, that the documents will 
be used solely fot the purposes of 
the actlon in whith they are dis- 
closed, is not rcléascd by the 
documents bélng read out in 
curt’; the confidentiality of such 
dncuments Is otherwise prescrved, 
and thete can be no further use 
of them or dissemination of their 
cnntents without the consent Of 
the owner. . 

The Court of Appeal dismissed, 
with costs, an appeal by Miss 
Harrîct Harman, a solicitor who is 
legal adviser to the National 
Comcil for Civil Liberties, from 
gz decision of Mr Justice Park {The 
Tires, November 28, 1980), In 
which, on the application of the 
Home Office, he found ter guilty 
of a cirll contempt of court in 
supplying to a Guardian reporter 
copizrs of 800 pages of documents 
whiclr had heen disclosed to her 
in her canaclty as .solicitor for a 
cliemt in an actin brought agalnst 
the Home Office. Mr Justice Park 
had imposed no penalty and made 
no order as to COSTS. 

Mr Leolin Price, QC, 
Genitrey Rabertson and mr 
Andrew Nicoll for Miss Harman ;

I should 
make people change and open 
up their spirituality, to prepare 
their soul for good. 

“Iris unimportant to me what 
the viewers will grasp. What is 
iraportant to me is that he 
should feel something. I1 must 
wake’ him anxious, disturb him. 
Art is accessible to all. people 
with a developed soul, not 
necessarily to people who are 
more or less educated, bit 10 
people who are spiritually 
richer.” ّ 

That is all „very well, but what 
about the critic, whose job it is 
to explain in words what a film 
is’ about ? Tarkovsky smiled,

A Congress almost bank- 
rupted in winning independ- 
ence did not feel itself in a 
position to match such bribes. 

At first Congress tried nego- 
tuating a treaty with the pirate 
states, using French interme- 


diaries. They discovered that 
neither France nor Britain, 
former allies or protecto 


could be trusted and negatia- 
tions had to be carried out 
with each state in turn, using 
American agents. 

The Dey of Algiers 
demanded $59,496 for deliver- 
ing uP 21 seamen; captains 
being assessed at 56.000 
mates and passengers at $4,000 
and sailors at $1,400. Plus tax 
at 11 per cent “according to 
custom ". Congress authorized 
the payment of nat more than 
$200 per man, to be repayable 
to the government on demand. 

Negotiations were referred 
back to Congress, as in the 
case of the even more 
ohdurate Tripolitans who, 
when the two future presi- 
dents, John Adams and Jeffer- 
son met rheir representative’ 
in London, demanded a tribute 
of S100,000 a year. He later 
scaled his demand down to a 
“ permanent treaty” for only 


,000 guineas. Jefferson 
played for time, trying to give 
the corsairs the impression 


that be was indifferent to the 
captives’ fate in the hape that 
the ransom would be lessened. 
Instead he brought down on 
his head the imprecations of 
his suffering fellow coun- 
trymen. 

The debate now opened on 
what price was to be put oi 
national pride. Whereas Adams 
argued that tribute was worth 
paying as it was less than the 
increase in insurance on 
American shipping caused by 
piracy, Jefferson held out for 
the creation of a navy capable 
of dealing with the menace. He 
mished to see peace concluded 
«with the Barbary states 
“through the medium of war,” 
and—this he was supported by 
growing public agitation for 
some sort of action, 

The Navy Bill passed 
Congress by only two votes. It 
authorized the building of a 
ciass of frigates which packed 
the.‘ strength of a-ship of the 
line into a smaller, sleeker 


frame. 

In the event the United 
States thrashed out a treaty 
with. Algiers without having to 
fight. They handed over as a 
basic payment $585,000. . 

The London bankirg House 
of Baring did not have enough 
gold and silver to cover the 
requirement. The Dev, * extra 
mely irritated” at the delay, 
threatened to renew attacks on 
American shipping if it wag 
not forthcoming in 30 days. At 
the last moment the American 
agent raised the money wirh 
Jewish bankers in Leghorn and 
Lisbon ‘and the captives were 
freed.

As the American hostages 
alighted from their white Boeing 
to an hysterical and well-orches- 
trated welcome, one wondered 
what the hastages of the first 
American encnunter with mili- 
tant Islam would have thought. 

American seamen were 
seized on the Barbary Coast of 
North Africa in the late eight- 
centh century and released 
otten only aller years of hag- 
gling by a Congress which set 
a value of S200 nn each man's 
hcad, and even then made the 
proviso thot he might have to 
Fay it baci. 

But these dirty, emaciated 
and fever-razked hostages had 
their awn humble footnote in 
thie establishment of the 
United States as a world 
power. Their plight led to the 
foundation nf both the United 
Strares Navy and the Marine 
Corps—whose march, ™ From 
the Halls of Mnntezuma to the 
Shares of Tripoli " was inspired 
by these events. 

The infant United States 
soin discovered the disadvan- 
tages of military impotence, As 
colonies they hqd enjoyed the 
pratection of thé leading naval 
power for their trade, some of 
which passêd along one of the 
world’s busiest shipping routes, 
the southern Mediterranean 
passage from the Pillars of 
Hercules tu the Levant. 

This was the notorious Barb. 
ary Cnast, the arid skirts of 
the Atlas range where rhey 
met the Western desert. Once 
it had been a prosperous pro- 
vince of the Roman Empire 
bur after the Muslim conquests 
it lived off piracy. The corsair 
strangholds, Algiers, Tunis and 
Tripoli, were __pashaliks 
organized into pirate com- 
munes, ûn rhe partern of the 
Brethren hf the Coast of ths 
Spanish Main, 

Anısrican vessels, unarmed 
and sailing even without the 
protection of a convoy, found 

. themselves picked aff by pirate 
xebecs and brigs. lying in 
ambush in North African creeks. 


Sometimes the pirate vessel 
was disguised with western rig“ 
ging. The brig Polly of Boston, 
for instance, was deceived by 
Pirates disguised as western 
deck officers. A seaman aboard 
her who kent a diary of his 
captivity, ‘said that boarders 
with “ long beards and Muslim 
dress suddenly appeared over 
tha gunwhales, and brandish- 
ing scimitars and pistols, 
rushed through the ship like 
ravening wolves”, 

They stripped the American 
sailors of their clothing and 

' gare them in exchange rags 
* and tatters. Then they paraded 
them through the streets of 
Algiers “to the’ tune of huzzas 
from. thousands of malicious 
barbarians who thanked Allah 
for such a triumph ‘over’ so 
many Christian dogs”. Taken 
before the Dey they were told : 
“ Now I have you, ا‎ 
shal 


tian dogs, You eat 
stones.” 
The captiyes were purt to 


labour, in chains, in mountain 
quarries, cutting stone which 
thev dragged down to the 
shore to reinforce the quays 
and mole. The common punish’ 
ment was the bastinado, whip- 
ping the soles of the feet. 
While their fetters were being 
yrivetred on the Americans 
were taunted by the Dey with 
ghe praises “of the immortal 
Washington ”. He called on the 
American Congress To send 
him a portrait of rhe general 
“that he might aways have 
before his eyes the asserter of 
independence and iiberty ™". 
The Congress would have 
Jiked to have sent a gunboat,
